PRESIDENT'S  MESSAGE 

Exonumia.  A word  in  our  vocabulary  but  perhaps  without 
its  origin  fully  comprehended.  We  are  familiar  with  the  term 
numismatics  (or  numismatology)  and  its  student  the  numismatist  (or 
numismatologist ) , but  what  about  its  branch  exonumia  ? Construed 
from  "exo"  meaning  "outside"  and  numia  coming  from  numismatic, 
suggesting  "currency"  (to  include  coins  and  notes)  and  broadly,  medals, 
evolves  exonumia.  So  what  do  we  exonumists  study  (besides  exonumic 
material,  that  is)?  "Items  related  to  those  of  numismatic  nature" 
might  be  an  acceptable  definition  of  exonumia.  But  how  about  those 
"collectibles"  that  have  no  implication  of  monetary  significance  but 
seem  to  creep  into  being  included  as  exonumical  ? Indeed,  material 
that  suggests  something  for  something  qualifies  as  exonumia.  Items 
related  to  or  extracted  from  numismatic  events,  such  as  convention 
badges,  programs,  and  memorabilia  would  want  to  be  included. 

Are  we  not  specialists  in  tokens  (taken  to  include  such  items 
as  private  coinage  (e.g.  Hard  Times  and  Civil  War  tokens,  good  fors, 
transportation  tokens)  and  script,  elongated  cents,  and  medals 
(although  having  no  monetary  foundation,  they  have  traditionally  been 
included  under  the  heading  of  numismatics  and  hence  exonumia)  ? 

It  seems  that  perhaps  we  need  to  better  define  the  qualifica- 
tions for  inclusion  in  our  specialized  yet  broad  hobby.  I would  be 
very  much  interested  in  hearing  your  thoughts  on  this  matter. 

Please  take  note  of  the  various  scheduled  regional  meetings 
and  swap-sessions  detailed  elsewhere  in  the  journal.  Happy  collecting 
- hope  to  see  many  of  you  in  Clifton.

An  Illustrated  Outline  of  Pre-Confederation  Provincial  Canadian  Coinage 


II.  Nova  Scotia  ( "Mew  Scotland"),  1823-64. 

A.  Semi-regal.  In  view  of  the  withdrawal  of  private  tokens  in  1817 
and  the  fact  that  British  regal  coppers  could  not  be  obtained,  the 
provincial  government  made  arrangements  with  John  Walker  & Co.  of 
Birmingham  to  provide  coppers  that  were  slightly  lighter  in  weight 
than  the  corresponding  official  British  Imperial  coppers.  This 
was  done  without  the  knowledge  of  the  British  government,  who 
surely  would  not  have  allowed  such  an  issue  at  that  time.  These 
coppers  are  therefore  best  described  as  semi-regal  tokens,  as  they 
lacked  the  authority  of  the  home  government  but  not  that  of  the 
provincial  government.

B.  Regal,  1856.  By  the  1850's  the  attitude  in  Great  Britian  was  more 
favorable  toward  the  issue  of  local  coppers  in  British  North  Amer- 
ica. The  Nova  Scotia  government  applied  for  and  received  a coin- 
age of  half-pennies  and  pennies.  The  master  tools  were  engraved 
by  L.  C.  Wyon,  using  his  own  design  for  the  obverse  and  that  of 
Halifax  botanist  John  S.  Tompson  for  the  reverse.  Coinage  was  ex- 
ecuted by  the  Heaton  Mint  in  Birmingham  due  to  the  preoccupation 
of  the  Royal  Mint  with  the  Imperial  coinage.  Most  pieces  were 
struck  in  bronze;  brass  half-penny  business  strikes  exist.  The 
"L.C.W."  half-pennies  exist  only  as  proofs,  hence  they  are  properly  | 
considered  patterns.  They  are  commonly  referred  to  as  the  "May- 
flower" (the  provincial  flower)  coins.

Thank  you  for  your  inquiry  about  the  Pontiac  promo- 
tional coin. 

To  give  you  the  background:  The  Oakland  Motor  Car 
Company  became  part  of  General  Motors  in  1909  and 
was  one  of  the  first  components  of  General  Motors . In 
1926,  the  Oakland  division  of  General  Motors  decided 
to  introduce  a new  product,  the  Pontiac.  It  featured 
a six-cylinder  engine  and  was  called  "The  Chief 
of  the  Sixes  . " As  part  of  the  promotional  activity  at 
the  time,  20,000  coins  were  minted  and  distributed 
to  dealers  for  their  use  in  stirring  up  interest  in  the 
new  product. 

The  Pontiac  car  became  so  popular  that  in  1932,  the 
Oakland  car  was  dropped  and  the  name  of  the  division 
was  changed  to  Pontiac  Motor  Division. 

There  are  many  of  the  coins  in  circulation  and,  in 
fact,  a coin  dealer  in  Denver  wrote  us  recently, 
offering  to  sell  about  50  of  these  coins  that  he  had 
collected . He  was  getting  one  dollar  each  for  them .

Exonumia  From  Your  Neighborhood 
UPDATE:  THE  GREENTREE  I.G.A.  CHIPS 


by  David  Gladfelter 


Two  years  ago,  I wrote  an  article  about  the  plastic  sales  promotion 
chips  given  out  to  shoppers  by  the  Greentree  I.G.A.  store  in  Marlton,  NJ 
At  that  time  there  were  6 different  varieties  of  chips  to  collect.  Since 
that  time  the  store  has  kept  issuing  chips  at  the  rate  of  several  thous- 
and per  week,  so  that  now  there  are  39  different  varieties!  A typical 
weekend  grocery  shopping  trip  nets  you  a dozen  or  two  brightly  colored 
plastic  chips  of  nearly  as  many  varieties.  Naturally,  this  is  not  only 
good  for  the  grocery  budget  but  fun  for  the  token  collector  as  well. 

The  chips  still  come  in  the  three  color  varieties,  red,  white  and 
blue.  In  addition,  there  are  five  different  blue  sticker  varieties,  and 
five  different  planchet  (plastic  chip)  varieties.  The  combinations  add 
up  to  13  different  sets  of  red,  white  and  blue  tokens,  making  the  39 
varieties.  They  can  be  classified  as  follows: 

Stickers ; Let  A represent  the  original  "JM"  sticker  (for  the  owner,  Joe 
Mazzochi,  whose  name  I misspelled  in  the  first  article).  Let  B represent 
the  "I.G.A."  sticker.  Let  C be  the  dark  blue  sticker  with  "I.G.A." 

D has  the  words  "GREEN-/TREE/I .G . A . * E has  "Greentree/lGA"  in  a logo  desig 

Planchets  (chips):  Using  numbers  for  the  planchets,  let  1 represent  the 

original  chips  with  both  outer  and  inner  rims,  variety  2 has  no  outer  rim, 
only  an  inner  rim.  Variety  3 is  rimless.  Variety  4 is  a poker  chip,  having 
the  four  playing  card  suits  (club,  heart,  spade,  diamond)  incused  in  the 
chip.  Variety  5 is  also  a poker  chip,  but  has  the  spade  suit  only  in 
relief . 


Colors : Using  lower  case  letters  for  colors,  let  r be  for  red,  w for 

white  and  b for  blue. 


Using  the  above  system,  for  example,  a token  having  the  Greentree/lGA 
LOGO  sticker  on  a rimless,  white  chip  would  be  E-3w.  The  three  piece  set 
with  that  particular  sticker  and  chip  would  be  E-3r,w,b.

The  six  varieties  I originally  reported  were  A-lr,w,b  and  B-lr,w,b. 

The  others  are  all  later,  and  are  listed  in  approximately  the  order  in 
which  they  came  out,  so  that  the  logo  design  chips  are  the  newest  ones. 

The  chips  today  are  still  given  out  at  the  rate  of  one  f or . each  $5«00 
worth  of  groceries  purchased,  but  they  are  worth  less  on  redemption, 
according  to  the  current  advertising  circular,  the  chips  are  worth  50  to 
100  each  depending  on  the  item  redeemed.  The  14  pound  turkey  that  was  freeli 
for  100  chips  two  years  ago  is  now  free  for  220  chips. 


If  NJES  members  would  like  to  collect  these  chips,  I will  accumulate  a 
trading  stock.  According  to  the  store  manager,  the  Mazzochis  also  own  an 
I.G.A.  in  Penns  Grove,  Salem  County,  that  gives  out  chips  with  red  sticker 
Perhaps  one  of  our  members  in  that  area  can  check  out  the  store  and  report 
on  the  varieties  that  can  be  found  there.

Canadian  Coinage  by  R.K.  Burke  (NJES  LM#6) 

III.  New  Brunswick,  1843-64. 

A.  Semi-regal,  1843.  In  1841  the  provincial  government  attempted  to 
alleviate  the  copper  shortage  by  importing  3,000  pounds  worth  of 
British  Imperial  pennies  and  half-pennies.  Being  sterling,  these 
coins  were  worth  a fraction  more  in  local  currency  than  their  face 
value.  The  government  found  that  they  could  circulate  them  only  at 
1 penny  and  h.  penny  local  currency  because  there  was  no  way  to  make 
change  for  small  numbers  of  pieces. 

Only  about  150  pounds  worth  of  the  Imperial  coppers  had  been 
put  into  circulation  when  the  provincial  government  decided  to  return 
the  remainder  to  England  and  obtain  in  their  place  tokens  payable  in 
local  currency.  Conseguently  the  government  entered  into  a contract 
with  William  Hammond  of  Halifax  to  make  the  necessary  arrangements 
for  obtaining  new  coppers.  When  the  British  government  was  informed 
of  the  colony's  plans  it  was  furious!  Hereupon,  the  colonial  governn 
informed  the  Colonial  Office  in  London  that  the  contract  with  Hammonc 
had  been  cancelled  as  well  as  all  plans  for  a new  coinage!  The  evi- 
dence at  hand  suggests  that  the  New  Brunswick  government  guietly  went 
ahead  with  the  coinage  plans  and  did  indeed  obtain  coppers  from 
Boulton  & Watt  of  Soho,  England.  The  British  government  knew  noth- 
ing about  them  until  1853  when  the  application  was  made  for  a new 
coinage  of  coppers  by  the  uninformed  successor  of  the  Lt.  Governor 
under  whom  the  1843's  had  been  so  intriguingly  acquired.  The  main 
objection  of  the  Colonial  Office  of  these  coppers  was  the  use  of  the 
unprecedented  diademed  head  of  Queen  Victoria.

B.  Regal,  1854.  By  1853  the  Colonial  Office  was  more  favorable  toward 
the  issuance  of  local  coinages  by  British  North  American  colonies. 

The  master  tools  from  the  1843  tokens  were  forwarded  from  New  Bruns- 
wick  to  the  Royal  Mint  where  they  were  used  as  a source  of  modified 
designs.  Preoccupied  with  the  Imperial  coinage  striking,  the  Royal 
Mint  sent  the  new  dies,  with  Victoria  nondiademed  as  well  as  the 
word  "currency"  in  place  of  the  word  "token"  on  the  reverse  (which 
implied  the  official  status  as  well  as  Halifax  Currency,  the  stand- 
ard at  the  time)  to  the  Heaton  Mint  in  Birmingham.

C.  Decimal.  On  1 November,  1860  New  Brunswick  adopted  a monetary  sys- 
tem consisting  of  dollars  and  cents,  with  the  dollar  equal  to  the 
U.S.  gold  dollar,  hence  the  British  shilling  was  worth  slightly  more 
than  24<t  and  the  six-pence  slightly  more  than  I2<t;  therefore  there 
was  no  need  for  a piece.  However  the  Royal  Mint  struck  222,800 
pieces,  with  most  pieces  melted  when  the  mistake  was  discovered. 

Only  a few  proofs  and  a few  hundred  (generally  considered  to  be  800 
or  less)  business  strikes  escaped  mixed  with  Nova  Scotia  half-cents 
and  were  sent  to  Halifax.

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FAKE  LAKEHURST  BADGES 
by  A1  Zaika 

These  two  illustrated  badges  have  been  circulating  for  a number  of 
years,  but  it's  apparent  that  many  collectors  and  dealers  are  unaware 
that  they  are  modern  made.  Within  the  past  few  months  I have  seen 
these  badges  listed  in  several  mail  bid  sales  and  fixed  price  lists. 
They  can  be  found  at  many  flea  markets  and  antique  shows,  priced 
from  10  to  18  dollars  each.  The  current  wholesale  price  of  these 
fakes  is  1 to  2 dollars  each,  based  on  the  quanity  purchased,  so 
the  unsuspecting  collector  really  gets  "ripped  off"  with  these  fakes. 
The  badges  are  made  of  brass,  with  the  lettering  and  design  incused 
and  measure  45mm.  Beware  of  anything  that  looks  too  good  to  be  true 
and  if  you  have  any  doubts  about  it  - don't  buy  it.

The  above  described  token  is  one  of  only  two  trade  tokens  known 
to  me  from  my  home  town  of  Moorestown.  Although  Moorestown  celebrated 
its  tricentennial  in  1982,  the  event  apparently  escaped  the  attention 
of  token  and  medal  manufacturers.  A personal  token  order  I placed  with 
Plasco  that  year  went  astrary  and  was  never  followed  up,  sorry  to  say. 
The  token  is  in  my  collection,  along  with  the  obverse  die  which  I dis- 
covered in  1972  in  the  basement  of  S.H.  Quint  & Sons,  a Philadelphia 
token  manufacturer  of  the  1890-1960  period.  It  follows  that  these 
tokens  were  struck  by  Quint,  probably  in  the  1915-1920  period  when  most 
bank  tokens  of  this  type  were  issued. 

Moorestown  Trust  Co.  was  established  in  1913*  It  merged  with  the 
Burlington  County  Trust  Co.  on  December  31 » 1931-  Its  present  office 
is  at  91  East  Main  Street  in  Moorestown.  The  building  shown  on  the  token 
is  a different  building,  toward  the  other  end  of  a long  city  block  at 
4l  East  Main  Street.  That  building  is  still  standing,  but  is  now  Wright' 
Hardware  store.  The  name  "Moorestown  Trust  Company"  still  shows  at  the 
top  of  the  building.  The  token  is  listed  and  a photo  shown  in  Damia 
Francis's  second  New  Jersey  Supplement  in  the  December  1971  TAMS  Journal 

New  Jersey  collectors  will  find  many  hometown  bank  tokens  to  collec 
similar  in  design  to  the  above  piece,  mostly  struck  by  Quint.  One  of  the 
most  attractive  is  that  of  the  Washington  Trust  Co.,  Newark,  which  shows 
a fine  equestrian  statue  of  Washington.  I also  have  the  obverse  die  to 
that  token,  listed  by  Francis  in  the  4th  Supplement,  October,  1973-

CHARGE  COINS 

circa  1865-19^3  by  Ed  Dence 

While  attending  the  Delaware  Valley  Token  & Medal  Show  in 
Mt.  Laurel,  NJ.,  we  ajourned  to  a side  room  for  an  informal  session 
of  the  N.J.E.S.  and  after  discussions  in  reference  to  our  newsletter, 
the  JERSEYana  we  were  asked  to  submit  an  article  on  our  favorite  items. 
Mine  is  about  Department  Store  Charge  Coins,  so  here  it  is. 

"Charge  Coins"  What  are  they  ? How  were  they  used  ? These  pieces  of 
metal  of  odd  shapes  and  sizes  ? The  use  of  the  coins  were  varied.  In 
your  local  haberdasherie  you  could  purchase  a necktie,  to  a pair  of 
shoes.  At  the  drug  store  it  was  used  to  purchase  a bottle  of  cough 
syrup  to  a box  of  candy.  Even  a washing  machine  to  a sofa  could  be 
bought  from  your  favorite  department  store.  As  long  as  the  coin  was 
issued  by  these  stores.  Some  stores  did  not  issue  these  charge  coins, 
but  most  did.  Not  every  one  owned  one  of  the  magical  coins,  that  could 
purchase  so  many  things. 

To  aquire  one,  you  had  to  have  the  means  of  guaranteeing  payment 
at  a later  date,  usually  the  end  of  the  month  when  the  bills  came  due. 

You  also  needed  to  have  a responsible  job  or  position.  Never  in  those 
days  did  the  stores  solicit  you  as  they  do  today  with  their  colorful 
charge  cards  of  plastic  money.  You  had  to  apply  to  the  store  or  stores 
who  issued  these  charge  coins.  Then  after  filling  out  an  application, 
and  after  they  ran  a background  and  financial  check  on  you.  Then  you 
might  qualify  for  your  coin.  These  coins  were  usually  holed  so  they 
could  be  put  on  a key  ring  for  safty.  Many  of  the  women  wore  them  on 
chains  around  their  necks  to  keep  them  from  being  mislaid  or  lost. 

Many  of  these  coins  had  a monograhm  of  the  store  stamped  on  them 
along  with  a number  for  identification.  Some  had  the  full  name  of  the 
store  on  them,  none  ever  had  the  name  of  the  person  to  whom  it  was  issued, 
when  making  a purchase.  The  sales  person,  without  tendering  the  goods 
to  the  buyer  would  check  a master  list  to  check  the  name  of  the  customer 
against  the  number  on  the  coin.  If  they  didn't  match  or  you  didn't 
give  the  correct  name,  you  didn't  get  the  merchandise.  So  if  a lost 
coin  was  found  by  someone  other  than  the  person  to  whom  it  was  issued 
it  did  not  do  them  any  good. 
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(charge  coins  con't) 


In  a case  like  this  the  salesperson  would  keep  the  coin  so  it 
could  be  returned  to  the  rightful  owner.  Aside  of  the  shapes  and 
sizes  of  the  coins,  they  were  also  of  different  metals,  as  copper, 
brass,  German  silver,  steel,  and  some  were  of  fibre.  All  to  me  are 
very  interesting  and  when  finding  a new  one  for  my  collection,  I get 
very  excited  to  know  there  are  many  more  to  hunt  for.  I also  have 
one  of  celluloid,  that  much  used  composition  of  long  ago. 


Every  weekend  if  weather  is  nice,  I head  for  any  and  all  flea  market 
hoping  to  find  a jackpot.  But  being  lucky  if  I only  find  one  charge 
coin.  In  my  collection  I also  have  a few  of  the  "Mavericks"  and  they 
lie  dormant  in  my  binder  until  I,  or  someone  brings  results. 

City  Directories  and  Merchantile  Catalogs  are  a great  help.  But  the 
best  help  I've  gotten  is  from  people  like  you,  interested  in 
Exonumia,  from  the  state  of  New  Jersey.  I only  have  eleven,  there 
must  be  more.  Any  information  on  charge  coins  used  by  stores  in 
your  area  would  be  appreciated.

An  Illustrated  Outline  Of  Pre-Confederation  Provincial  Canadian  Coinage 

by  R.K.  Burke 

IV.  Province  of  Canada.  Formed  in  1841  by  the  joining  of  Upper  and 

Lower  Canada. 

A.  Pre-Decimal.  See  miscellaneous  bank  token  issues. 

B.  Decimal. 

1.  1858 

a.  One  Cent.  There  was  an  order  for  some  10,000,000  bronze 

pieces  to  hold  the  Province  over  for  some  time.  421,000 
pieces  were  struck.  25.4mm,  4.536g  - composition:  .95 

copper,  .04  tin,  .01  zinc 

b.  Five  Cents.  1,500,000  pieces  struck.  15.49mm,  1.162g 

composition:  .925  silver,  .075  copper 

c.  Ten  Cents.  1,250,000  pieces  struck.  18mm,  2.324g 
composition:  as  above 

d.  Twenty  Cents.  23.27mm,  4.648g  - composition:  as  above 
750,000  pieces  struck.  the  English  shilling  was  valued 
at  24+C,  while  the  Halifax  currency  shilling  was  valued 
(theoretically)  at  20d;  hence  the  Province  decided  to 
strike  a twenty-cent  piece  rather  than  a twenty-f ive -cent 
piece.  Due  to  the  confusing  similarity  of  the  U.S.  25- 
cent  piece,  it  was  not  struck  again  in  Canadian  numismat- 
ics. In  1870  when  the  Dominion  of  Canada  issued  its  first 
coinage,  the  twenty-f ive-cent  piece  was  selected;  a proc- 
lamation dated  9 September  called  for  the  withdrawal  of 
the  twenty-cent  pieces.  Over  half  of  the  issuance  was 
returned  to  the  Royal  Mint,  melted,  and  re-coined  into 
twenty-f ive -cent  pieces  between  the  years  1885  and  1906. 

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  were  designed  and  engraved 

by  L.C.  Wyon . The  reverse  device  shows  the  familiar 
crossed  boughs  of  maple. 

2.  1859,  One  Cent,  9,579,000  pieces  struck  from  both  re- 
engraved 1858  and  original  1859  dies 


V.  Miscellaneous. 

A.  Magdalen  Island  Token,  1815/Success  To  The  Fishery,  One  Penny. 
Issued  by  Sir  Issac  Coffin  who  planned  to  rule  as  a feudal 
baron  the  thirteen  islands,  a part  of  the  colony  of  Newfound- 
land, after  he  was  awarded  them  after  the  American  Revolution. 
Coffin  learned  that  he  did  not  have  the  authority  of  a colonial 
governor,  but  the  pieces  continued  to  see  much  circulation. 

In  1825  the  British  government  transferred  the  Islands  to  the 
administration  of  Lower  Canada.  The  issuance,  struck  in  Birm- 
ingham, is  considered  a semi-regal  one,  and  is  rather  scarce. 

B.  Province  of  Upper  Canada/Half  Penny  Token,  1832.  these  pieces 
of  good  weight  and  size  were  struck  by  John  Walker  & Co.  and 
are  considered  semi-regal  mainly  due  to  the  lack  of  a merchant's 
name  and  the  presence  of  the  George  IV  bust 
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VI.  Digest.  It  should  be  noted  that  this  five-part  series  includes 
all  of  the  officially  issued  tokens  as  well  as  the  decimal  coins 
of  colonial  Canada.  One  must  remember  when  looking  through  a 
Canadian  token  book  that  all  of  the  other  pieces  are  either 
varieties  of  contemporary  counterfeits  of  the  bank  tokens  or, 
in  the  case  of  the  New  Brunswick,  Nova  Scotia,  Newfoundland, 
and  Prince  Edward  Island  piece’s,  merchant's  tokens.  In  compar- 
ison, U.S.  colonial  coinage  does  not  include  the  Hard  Times 
Tokens,  Civil  War  Tokens,  or  other  Early  American  tokens,  al- 
though both  groups  did  of  course  circulate. 

It  is  generally  taken  that  the  Province  of  Canada  decimal 
coins  (1858-59)  be  included  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  (Canada  as 
we  know  it  today)  listings.  Indeed,  these  pre-1870  (the  year 
that  Canada  was  formed)  should  no  more  be  included  in  the  Cana- 
dian lists  than  the  decimal  issues  of  the  other  colonies  (New 
Brunswick,  Newfoundland,  Nova  Scotia,  and  Prince  Edward  Island). 
Although  these  coins  carried  only  the  name  "Canada",  it  is  the 
colony  "Province  of  Canada"  and  not  the  country  Canada  itself.

Never  was  a finer  example  of  Team  Play  than  the  organization  of  Defense 
Bond  Clubs  by  Industrial,  Banking  and  Civic  Institutions.  Nor  is  there  any 
finer  Morale  and  Bond  Sale  Builder  than  the  Membership  Button  which 
tells  everyone  that  the  wearer  is  doing  his  bit  to  win  the  war!
